‘ROCKET TAKES UP 
[SPACE CAPSULE 
LIKE ASTRONAUT’S 


VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif., Aug. 13 (UPI— 
The Discoverer V satellite rock- 
et was launched today on an Air 
Force mission to recover from 
orbit a space capsule similar to 
one planned for America’s first 
astronaut. The capsule today 
carried only instruments. 

Sources said it was ‘almost 
identical” in shape to a larger 
model designed to carry the first 
United States flyer into space 
and back. 

If today’s mission is success- 
ful, the entire 19-foot-long sec- 
ond stage of the rocket would 
orbit over the poles. Then, after 
17 trips over the earth, the 300- 
pound capsule would be ejected 
from the satellite back toward 
earth. 

Planes and ships would be 
wiating in the Pacific to recover 
it as it parachuted down: 


know in about two hours whether 
the satellite was in orbit. If it 
was, it still would be about 25 to 
26 hours before the recovery at- 
tempt is made, since it would 
take the satellite about 93 min- 
utes for a trip around the world.

Shank Says Moving 
Patients to Other In- 
stitutions Will Re- 
duce Level of Care 
for Them. 


The city’s new four-point pro- 
gram for the chronically ill is 
not the answer to the problems 
of the aged in this area, Joseph 
B. Shank, administrator of the 
St. Louis Chronic Hospital, as- 
serted today. 

The transfer of patients in rela- 
tively small numbers from the 
chronic institution to various 
other separate facilities will re- 
duce the level of care for them, 
Shank said. 

What is needed for St. Louis’s 
chronically ill is a central loca- 
tion, where patients can receive 
concentrated care and treatment, 
he said. 

“Sorely Disappointed” 

Shank said he was “‘sorely dis- 
appointed” that the new pro- 
gram included no steps to im- 
prove the 100-year-old west wing 
of the Chronic Hospital which 
houses 1100 patients. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
approved the new program, 
which was developed by officials 
of the city health and hospital 
division. 

It calls for transfer of 200 am- 
bulatory patients from _ the 
Chronic Hospital to dormitories 
on the grounds of Koch Hospital, 
near Jefferson Barracks. 

Nearly Vacant Ward. 

While the transfer is intended 
te alleviate overcrowding, it ac- 
tually will leave nearly vacant a 
ward in the hospital, Shank said.

VIENTIANE, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
The Laos government reported 
today that most of the Commu- 
nist forces that infiltrated into 
northern Laos from North Viet 
Nam have withdrawn across the 
border. 

Col. Phoumi Nosavan, Secre- 
tary of State for Defense, told a 
news conference the Reds left 
behind about 1000 men, most of 
them Black Thai tribesmen or 
members of the Communist 
Pathet Lao movement of Lao- 
tians which formerly controlled 
_the two northern provinces of 
| Sam Neua and Phong Saly. 

“They'll try to restore their 
old organization, conduct politi- 
cal activity and prepare for the 
next action by Communist 
troops,”” Phoumi said. 

Expects Trouble in Fall. 

He predicted the next attacks 
would come in the dry season, 
from October to December, 
“‘when more orthodox warfare is 
possible.”” He said. the battalions 
that had withdrawn were grouped 
along the mountain frontier be- 
tween Laos and North Viet Nam. 

Government forces intend to 
| retake all territory and drive 
out the remaining Reds, the 
colonel continued.

| The House of Delegates at Chi- 
_cago in February adopted, after 

a bitter debate, a resolution pre- 
pared by another panel—the 
Committee on Communist Tac- 
tics, Strategy and Objectives. 

The adopted resolution called 
for congressional action to 
'amend, in effect, the Supreme 
| Court’s decisions in the subver- 
sion field. 

The resolution said that these 
| decisions had been branded “un- 
sound” and had been “severely 
criticized” by ‘‘many responsible 
authorities.” 

In a 10,000-word report mailed 
yesterday to members of the 
House of Delegates, the Commit- 
tee on the Bill of Rights said: 

“On balance, this committee is 
unable to see any indication that 
the security of the nation or of 
the states has been impaired by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States.” 

The report was signed by Jo- 
seph Harrison, a Newark, N.J., 
lawyer, as chairman, and five 
others on the seven-man commit- 
tee. 
The seventh member, J. Cleo 
Thompson of Dallas, a former 
president of the Dallas Bar As- 
sociation, dissented. 

Thompson said: 

“T think it is not within the 
province of the Bill of Rights 
Committee to attack in this de- 
vious manner the action of the 
House of Delegates.” 

The Bill of Rights Committee 
‘reviewed the same 24 decisions 
| listed by the Communist Tactics 
| Committee. It noted pointedly 
that the Communist Tactics Com- 
mittee had said that these de- 
cisions were “‘illustrative of how 
our security has been weakened.”

The Russian destroyer 
was seen heading north with 
two other warships, apparently 
undamaged.

versation the Christel’s skipper, 
Bernhard Wessels, told a report- 
er the Soviet destroyer stopped 
its engine after collision and 
stood by the German vessel for 
some time. 

(After establishing that the 
Christel and its crew were in no 
danger, the Soviet warship re- 
sumed its journey, Wessels re- 

rted.)

The committee held in- 
formal hearings with everyone who 
was in any way connected with the 
issue in an attempt to arrive at a 
sane and unbiased opinion.

New Tack on Arms 


The reported decision of the Big Four pow- 
ers to establish a new 10-nation disarmament 
committee semi-independent of the United Na- 
tions is another welcome step in the direction 
of world peace. There may be a temptation 
to dismiss the plan as a needless proliferation 
—as just another medium for more fruitless 
talk. But those genuinely concerned about 
the arms race will not take so cynical a view. 
Disarmament will not be achieved overnight, 
and almost any device that will keep East 
and West together at the conference table 
is all to the good. 

Creation of the new group, which was dis- 


' cussed by the foreign ministers at their re- 


cent Geneva conference on Berlin, would in 
effect sidetrack the present United Nations 
Disarmament Commission. But the new 10- 
nation body would retain a U.N. connection 
through an invitation to Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold to send an observer to the 
meetings and through scheduling its confer- 
ence sessions in U.N. buildings. If this connec- 
tion seems tenuous, it could be strengthened. 

The composition of the committee need 
cause no apprehension. It would consist of 
five Western and five Communist nations to 
conform to the insistent Soviet demand for 
“parity.” -The United States, Britain, France, 
Canada and Italy would represent the free 
countries; the Soviet Union, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Romania and Albania the Commu- 
nist states. 

This set-up would give the Communists a 
paper advantage but only a paper one. It is 
inconceivable that the satellites would differ 
from the Soviet Union, while differences of 
viewpoint might develop among the Western 
allies. But since the allies must stand togeth- 
er in any event it ought to be feasible to rec- 
oncile them. No individual country would be 
required to commit itself to a course it 
deemed contrary to its national interest. 

As a practical matter, the United States and 
the Soviet Union are the two dominant world 
forces regardless of the composition of or- 
ganizations to which they belong. 

There may be protests at the U.N. General 
Assembly meeting next month that the pro- 
posed grouping does not include any members 
of the Asian-African, Latin American or neu- 
tralist blocs. It should be possible to over- 
come such objections without destroying the 
agreed-upon “parity” formula. The U.N. Dis- 
armament Commission membership was raised 
to 82 last year on demand of the Soviet Union. 
This is obviously an unwieldy size, although 
the commission’s work has been conducted by 
a subcommittee consisting of the United 
States, Russia, Britain, France and Canada. 
The Soviets objected this gave the West a 
four-to-one majority. 

The U.N. commission has not met this year 
because the members were awaiting the out- 
come of the twin Geneva conferences on 
means for detecting surprise attacks and on 
prohibiting nuclear testing. Both negotia- 
tions were held outside the U.N., but with 
a U.N. observer invited. Now the members 
will be watching for results of President 
Eisenhower’s visit to the Soviet Union and 
Premier Khrushchev’s trip to the United 
States. If those go well, the new committee 
will be encouraged to set up shop and get 
down to business. 


How to Keep Trains Visible 


Granted that railroad passenger trains have 
been vanishing at an alarming rate in the 
year since the laws governing their discon- 
tinuance were eased, still the legislation which 
the Senate Commerce Committee has been 
considering is no answer. Forty-one trains 
have disappeared in these 12 months and 100 
more are in the process of being dropped. 
Two proposed amendments to the 1958 Trans- 
portation Act would seek to slow down the 
process by requiring the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to hold public hearings on every 
application for discontinuance and by remov- 
ing time limits from the deliberations. 

Public hearings would be merely a cum- 
bersome and costly indulgence in cases where 
they were not necessary, and we think the 
decision whether or not they would be help- 
ful can safely be left to the discretion of the 


commission. In all but the most exceptional . 


cases the only testimony required is that of 
the statistics. Removal of time limits would 
subject applications to being deferred so long 
as to lay an unfair financial burden on peti- 
tioning railroads. 

The solution to the mystery of the vanish- 
ing passenger train is not to make it harder 
for unprofitable trains to be abandoned, but 
to make it easier for passenger trains to 
earn a profit, or at least break even. In the 
commuter end of the business the subsidy 
plans which have been evolved in Philadelphia, 
Boston and New Jersey offer the greatest 
promise. In cross-country service the answer 
is more complex, and Congress can do more 
than it has yet done to give the railroads an 
even break. 


Communist Eyes on Laos 

The longer the sporadic fighting between 
Communist dissidents and government troops 
in the northern highlands of Laos goes on, 
the greater the danger that the conflict may 
involve other nations. As matters now stand, 


Communist North Viet Nam troops appear to . 


have aided the Laotian guerrillas on a small 
scale and can give them enough help to over- 
come the weak Laotian army of 25,000 sol- 
diers. Behind North Viet Nam is a strong 
force of Communist Chinese troops. 

Although the United States has only a few 
Army personnel in Laos, detailed to instruct 
Laotian troops in using American weapons, 
Peiping radio has issued a warning that “all 
American military personnel” must leave 
Laos and “all American military bases must 
be abolished.” Moscow military newspapers 
charge that Washington is sabotaging the Ge- 
neva agreement of 1954 that ended eight 
years of fighting between France and the 
Indochinese rebels under Ho Chi Minh. 

Equally disquieting is the statement of 
spokesman for the Red Chinese 
Foreign Affairs to the effect that the Uni 
Nations has no right at all to in 
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forget Red China in their talks next month. 
Whatever may be the motive, the U.N. sec- 
retariat should keep a close eye on Laos, pre- 
pared to offer the organization's good offices 
if the situation becomes serious. 


On His Way to Prison 

Willard Uphaus has spent his life in reli- 
gious work. He studied religious education 
at Yale University, where he was awarded the 
degrees of master of arts and doctor of phi- 
losophy. He has taught at Hampton Institute, 
Hastings College, Vanderbilt School of Reli- 
gion and the Yale Divinity School. He is a 
lay preacher of the Methodist church and in 
New Haven, Conn., his home community, he 
is a member of the official board of the First 
Methodist church. ; 

In recent years Dr. Uphaus has been execu- 
tive director of a group called World Fellow- 
ship, Inc., a voluntary corporation under the 
laws of. New Hampshire, in which state it 
holds a summer camp open to the public. 
Various speakers have attended the camps, 
primarily for the discussion of political, eco- 
nomic and social matters. 

Attorney General Louis C. Wyman of New 
Hampshire got after World Fellowship, Inc., 
in a state investigation of so-called “subver- 
sive activities,” with the result that Dr. Up- 
haus was called on to disclose the list of 
guests at the camp. The list of speakers was 
a matter of public record. Dr. Uphaus de- 
clined to give out the guest list on the ground 
that this was a private matter and of no 
proper concern to the one-man inquisition 
that Attorney General Wyman was conduct- 
ing. The consequence was that Dr. Uphaus 
was held in contempt and sentenced to jail 
“until purged of contempt.” “ 

Last June 29, the Supreme Court. upheld 
the New Hampshire official, 5 to 4, in a deci- 
sion which divided the Justices as follows: 
Frankfurter, Clark, Harlan, Whittaker and 
Stewart in the majority and Warren, Black, 
Douglas and Brennan in the minority. Since 
the decision, Dr. Uphaus, who has said that 
he has never been a member of the Commu- 
nist party and knows of no subversive acts, 
conversations or lectures at World Fellow- 
ship, has made the following statement: 

I rest my case with the finding of the 
minority that constitutionally protected 
rights had been violated and that ‘the in- 
vestigatory objective was the impermis- 
sible one of exposure for exposure’s sake.’ 
But far beyond this I lay hold of a pro- 
found religious and ethical teaching, as 
ancient as the Old Testament and the his- 
tory of the church, that it is morally 
wrong to put innocent people into the 
hands of unscrupulous investigators who 
have the power to frighten, to slander, to 
punish through ugly publicity, and to 
take away the means of livelihood. 


And that is where the Uphaus case stands. 
Unless there is a rehearing and a reversal, or 
unless the State of New Hampshire disowns 
its handiwork, Willard Uphaus will go to 
prison because he refuses to violate what he 
believes to be Christian principles. 

In the year 1959 is the United States of 
America willing to allow that to happen? 


Lesson for Mr. K. 


Some leading Congressional Democrats are 
represented as fearful Premier Khrushchev’s 
opinion of the United States will be affected 
adversely if he finds half a million steelwork- 
ers still on strike when he visits this country 
next month. President Eisenhower takes the 
contrary view, and so do we. It should do Mr. 
Khrushchev good to learn at first hand that 
American labor is indeed free and that there 
are striking differences between our system 
and his. We hope the strike is settled before 
Mr. Khrushchev arrives, but not because of 
any bad effect it might have on our visitor. . 


A Start at Chronic Hospital 

The city’s four-point program to relieve 
overcrowding at Chronic Hospital is a good 
beginning for a long-range program which, 
Director of Health and Hospitals J. Earl Smith 
agrees, is still essential. 

Reports by grand juries and the American 
Public Health Association have told St. Louis 
more than enough about the plight of the 
aged sick crammed into the old building at 
5800 Arsenal street. It was intended to ac- 
commodate 1000 patients; instead it holds 
1400. And 278 of these are mental patients, 
including 121 considered dangerous. 

Now, Mayor Tucker announced, 200 patients 
needing minimal care will be shifted to un- 
occupied dormitories on the Koch Hospital 
grounds. A review board will determine 
whether the chronically ill should be sent to 
Chronic Hospital, or to Koch for intermediate 
care. The city will try to find a specialist to 
direct a rehabilitation program to reduce the 
number of patients needing long-term at- 
tention. Mental patients at Chronic will be 
diagnosed as a step toward transfer to the 
State Hospital at 5400 Arsenal street. 


Dr. Smith notes that this plan was contingent 
on appraisal by a reputable agency, and the 
ensuing Public Health survey found a new

Hawaii has only twenty-two govern- 
mental units, far fewer than any state 
in the nation. The low number is in- 
dicative of a simplification and cen- 
tralization of structure that might be 
the envy of many a state or large 


ma 
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city faced with complex overlapping 
of government functions and confusing 
duplication of government services. 

The city and county of Honolulu is a 
single unit of government covering 
the whole island of Oahu. This is prob- 
ably the only metropolitan area in the 
United States which is entirely gov- 
erned by one unit of local government. 

The high degree of centralization 
present in Hawaii’s governmental pat- 
tern is quite startling to a mainlander 
familiar with considerable local auton- 
omy and numerous small jurisdictions. 
For example, a territory-wide system 
of public schools is operated by the 
Department of Public Instruction as a 
single unified school district. 

Hawaii has palm trees and hula

present-day Hawaii. The average tem- 

perature in Honolulu is 75 degrees. 
But Hawaii is more than a tropic 

paradise. It is also known as the 


“Crossroads of the Pacific” because 
of its strategic location on the air and 
sea lanes between East and West. 

Hawaii's civilian population has been 
growing rapidly for several years and 
was estimated at 575,771 in July, 1958. 
The population is youthful, with 43 
per cent below 20 years of age. Over 
three-fourths of Hawaii's people are 
on the island of Oahu. 


Diversification of industry and eco- 
nomic activity is clearly needed and 
is to some extént being achieved. In 
large measure Hawaii is an agricul- 
tural economy, although the agricul- 
ture is large-scale, highly mechanized 
and equivalent to major industry. Ha- 
waii is also a service oriented area. 
Federal expenditures, primarily by the 
military, rank as the territory’s larg- 
est single source of income, having 
amounted to $385 million in 1957. Other 
major sources of income are the sugar 
industry ($147 million in 1957), pine- 
apple ($112 million), construction 
($135 million) and the tourist trade 
($78 million). 

Hawaii has relatively little land to 
open for homesteading purposes. Much 
of the land is held by a few owners, 
a pattern of ownership which has pre- 
vailed since King Kamehameha III 
divided his land with the nobles and 
people of Hawaii in 1848. There is 
great pressure for land, especially on 
the island of Oahu. 

An outstanding feature of life in Ha- 
waii, commented upon with apprecia- 


‘tion by visitors from the world over, 


is the harmony among the Americans 
of many races and ancestries who 
make up the population of the new 
state. Equality of opportunity is a 
reality, with business, professions and 
government service open to all quali- 
fied persons regardless of ethnic back- 
ground. About 87 per cent of the en- 
tire population are American citizens,

AFTER LONG MOUNTAIN HIKE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
A strong group of United States 
Senators called today for a new | 
policy to handle the nation’s nat- 
ural resources. | 

Claiming nearly a third of the 
Senate’s members as sponsors, 
the group of westerners got be- 
hind a bill to be introduced Mon- 
day by Senator James E. Mur- 
ray (Dem.), Montana, chairman 
of the Interior Committee which 
handles resources legislation. 


Murray proposed a bill which 
would: 

(1) Declare a national policy 
on conservation, development 
and utilization of natural re- 
sources. 


(2) Set up a council of re- 
sources and conservation ad- 
visers in the executive office 
of the President and a joint 
Senate-House committee on re- 
sources and conservation. 


The advisory council would 
assist and advise the President 
after gathering resource conser- 
vation and development data. 


The committee would make a 
continuing study of resources, 
means of co-ordinating programs 
and make reports to congression- 
al committees which handle re- 
lated legislation. 

Lag in Development. 

Murray told a reporter there 
was an urgent need for the bill 
“because all aspects of natural 
resource programs lag far be- 
hind the requirements for them. 


“With respect to some _ re- 
sources,” Murray said, “‘our con- 
dition is critical, and underdevel- 
opment of virtually all resoarces 
threatens the national security 
and welfare and prosperity of the 
nation. 

“This critical condition exists— 
not betause of a lack of re 
sources, but—because of lack of 
attention and action. Even after | 
the drain of two world wars, we | 
still are blessed with an abun- 
dance of virtually all of the basic 
raw materials that we need.

INLAND WATER 
FLEET TO CRUISE 
SIBERIA TO CHINA 


MOSCOW, Aug. 13 (AP)— 
About 100 vessels, most of them 
new paddlewheel steamers, were 
reported cruising the Arctic Sea 
yesterday on a voyage that will 
take some of them through the 
steppes of Siberia and into Red 
China. 

The official news agency Tass 
said the fleet includes paddle- 
wheelers built in Hungary, tank- 
ers built in Finland, passenger 
vessels, tugs, icebreakers and 
cargo motorships made in Czech- 
oslovakia and East Germany. 
The announcement said the fleet 
left Archangel Tuesday and more 
ships would join it as it passes 
through the White and Barents 
Seas. 

After an Arctic summer cruise 
of nearly 2500 miles, Tass said, 
the vessels eventually will go to 
replenish the fleets plying the 
Ob, Lena, Yenisei and Irtysh 
rivers. Tass said the inland 
China trade fleet is to cross into 
China from the Kazakhstan re- 
public by way of the Yenisei and 
Irtysh rivers.

REPORTED PULLED 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Aug. 13 
(AP) — “Toenails were pulled 
from the feet of patients as 
punishment for alleged miscon- 
duct,” the Vanderburgh county 
grand jury said yesterday in a 
report on its investigation of 
an Evansville nursing home. 

The grand jury asked Prose- 
cutor O. H. Roberts Jr. to take 
action against the operators of 
the nursing home, Roberts said 
he was preparing criminal af- 
fidavits. 

The report said also that pa- 
tients had been punished for 
bed wetting “‘by pouring a dis- 
infectant upon parts of their 
bodies.”

MONTREAL, Que., Aug. 13— 
Much of the talk among top 
boxing men gathered here for 
the Archie Moore-Yvon Durelle 
light-heavywei ght champion- 
ship bout centered on the mud- 
die in the heavyweight division. 

Jim Norris, whose only offi- 
cial connection with boxing 
now is chairman of the board 
of the Chicago Stadium Cor- 
poration; Truman Gibson, 
president of the National Box- 
ing Enterprises, Inc.; Jack 
Kearns, co-manager with 
Charley Johnston, of Moore, 
and many others were on hand. 

It has been some time since 
Norris attended such a gather- 
ing. Because of his poor 
health he has been excused by 
court order from appearing be- 
fore a New York grand jury 
or before the New York district 
attorney for questioning. 

In connection with the in- 
vestigation, Norris replied here 
to a report released by the 
D.A.’s office in New York 
saying that Norris had con- 
versations with Frankie Carbo 
in Miami, Fla., recently. 
Carbo is under indictment for 
alleged violations of the New 
York boxing law. 

Norris denied that he had 
sought any meeting with Car- 
bo. He said if he had had 
any conversations with Carbo 
it must have been by tele- 
phone with Carbo calling him. 

It had been publicly stated 
recently that Norris was the 
manager of Charles (Sonny) 
Liston, a heavyweight formerly 
of St. Louis, who now boxes 
out of Philadelphia.

MOSCOW, Aug. 13. 

ONE OF THE BEST THINGS about Russia is the caviar. 
If you can learn to say “ikra,”’ you get a little pot of fresh, 
pearl-gray Caspian caviar. 

The American tourist — tnere are 3000 bere at this 
moment—finds little else. 
We see them wandering 
through GUM, the big de- 
partment store on Red 
Square. Looking for the 
souvenirs they are accus- 
tomed to. 

Not much. Sheep’s-woo! 
hats and a variety of dime 
store gadgets. The souve- 
nir industry is not a ser- 
ious business, I suspect. 
And this ts a serious coun- 
try. 

We drove out to the 
beaches on the Moscva 
river this morning. All over Moscow enormous apartment 
houses are going up. Hundreds of them. 

Most of them are built up to the sixth or seventh ftoor. 
A crane hangs over each one like a cocked thumb and fore- 
finger. And there isn’t a single, solitary ‘soul working on nine 
out of 10 of these projects. 

“We construct because of our housing shortage. There are 
go many people,”’ said the guide-interpreter.

The guide did not answer this. I am being critical. 
The Soviet press has been hammering at the American 
correspondents who flew here with Nixon. The guides 
read the papers in the morning. And spend the rest 
of the day hating us. My guide is a girl from the In- 
stitute of Foreign Languages. She looks on me like 
a blind date that has turned out badly. As if she was 
afraid I was going to ask her to dance again. 


The way of the transgressor is hard. 

Foreigners get certain concessions. Today our car is 
stalled in Red Square. It was a Zim—the Russian equivalent 
of the Cadillac. As a matter of fact, it looks like a Cadillac 
and the dashboard is an exact copy of the 1941 Cadillac. 

“Would you like to go through the ‘tomb of Lenin and 
Stalin?” 

There is always a line waiting to get into this Soviet 
shrine. A line that winds across Red Square and around 
the corner. It is fully five blocks long! 

She said foreigners could get in ahead of the line. 

Howevér, I did not go. I do not like these eerie things. 
Once in Guanajuato, Mexico, I went in to see some leathery 
mummies. And it didn’t do a thing for me. 

As a matter of fact, what I did was go over by the 
Kremlin walls. It was hot as a sheriff’s pistol in Moscow. 
About 95 muggy degrees. 

The driver was having no luck with the car which only 
sputtered feebly. 

I thought it was a good chance to get in the shadow of 
the Kremlin. I have always envied people who wrote stories 
beginning: “‘In the shadow of the Kremlin. . .”’ 

Do you know that the Kremlin has no shadow? What a 
letdown! 


I think maybe it has a shadow late in the evening. But 
not during the day. In this northern latitude, the sun goes 
down about 10 at night. And gets up at 3 o’clock. 

Consequently, we cannot sieep in the morning. 

So I cannot write, ‘In the shadow of the Kremlin.” And 
it is a bitter experience. 


If you want to get in the shadow of anything in 
Red Square, you must stand under the lime trees in 
front of GUM. That is what I did. But it does not have 
the color—“In the shadow of GUM.” No, it does not 
stand up. Blast! 


You can drink tap water here. But at the table it is more 
cultured to drink mineral water. The waiter gives you a ter- 
rible argument if you don’t. 

The mineral water tastes like Epsom salts. 

Some of the restaurants specializing in food from other 
Soviet Republics are excellent. I have had wonderful Chicken 
Kiev—the chicken wrapped around a lump of cold butter and 
roasted. The shashlik in Baku is great. 

You can see the Bolshoi Ballet without getting on your 
knees to Sol Hurok. 

You can bet 10 rubles at the Hippodrome on the Rus- 
sian calvary. Ski jump in winter from the Lenin hills. Buy 
a 3-ruble lottery ticket in the beautiful Moscow subways. 

But it is a serious country. They wouldn’t let Art Link- 
letter do a TV show over here. Know why? Because the title 
was: ‘‘People Are Funny.”

Huge 707s lie Drawing Crowds 
To Lambert Field Again, Almost 
Like Curious ’20s; New Planes 


Also Big Step Up for Passengers

WHEN THE FIRST scheduled pure jet airline flight left Lam-

Boeing 707s have been introduced, almost every flight is greeted 


by throngs of spectators. 


Many of them never have been aboard 
a plane, possibly, and maybe many of them never will. 


But the 


big jets apparently have given them a sort of romantic link with 


the air. 


It’s almost like the early ’20s, when whole families used 


to go out to the flying fields to watch the planes take off and land. 


The passengers who have 
flown on the new airliners—at 
present operating here only be- 
tween St. Louis and New York— 
are pretty universally agreed 
that they represent a big step 
forward, also. There’s little 
noise, except in the extreme rear 
of the plane, and almost no vi- 
bration. 

The planes are fast, of course, 
as reflected in the eastbound 
flight schedule of only two hours 
to New York. When the service 
is extended to Los Angeles and 
San Francisco on Aug. 21, the 
flight from St. Louis to Los 
Angeles will take only three 
hours and 40 minutes. just a few 
minutes longer than the piston 
engine airliners take to make 
New York. 

But these are the obvious 
things that the passengers notice. 
There are a number of other 
things that are either easily over- 
looked because they fit in so 
well, or can’t be seen by the 
average customer. 

Take the speed, for example. 
A flight from New York at din- 
ner time is an easy-going trip 
on a piston engine airliner. After 
the plane reaches cruising alti- 
tude the hostesses have plenty 
of time to serve passengers a 
couple of cocktails each and then 
the meal. Passengers can have 
a couple of extra cups of coffee 
and a smoke or two before the 
“‘Fasten seat belt’”’ sign indicates 
the flight is nearing St. Louis. 

Not so the jets. The girls work 
top speed in order to serve one 
cocktail and dinner, and just 
manage to get the trays picked 
up before landing. It isn’t nec- 
essary for the passengers to bolt 
their food, and there’s enough 
time to have an extra glass of 
champagne with it, but there 
isn’t a time gap to fill afterward. 

The increased speed also has 
affected the scheduling of both 
crews and planes. Gordon Gil- 
more, vice president of Trans 
World Airlines, which started the 
pure jet service here, says the 


_line is getting almost three times 


the number of seat miles per day 
out of each jet that they do out 
of each of their late piston air- 
liners. 

With the piston engine airliners 
currently in use, it’s a fairly 
tight squeak for the crews to 


make a non-stop trip from coast. 


to coast within federal regula- 
tions limiting them to flying 
eight hours out of 24. By com- 
parison, a single crew takes a 
707 nonstop from San Francisco 
to New York, terminates the 
flight there and makes an en- 
tirely new flight from New York 


Fix It Yourself

MOST HOUSES have founda- 
tions and most foundations are 
made of masonry, usually either 
poured concrete or masonry 
block. Often the happy homeown- 
er will notice a crack in a found- 
ation wall and this generally 
brings on a mild state of panic. 

A foundation wall will crack if 
the base or footing on which it 
rests settles a little because of 


the movement of earth. It will 
also crack if the pressure of the 
soil and water around it become 
too great for its strength. 

In the vast majority of cases a 
crack in a foundation is nothing 
to worry about. It does not mean 
that the house is going to fall 
down or that the rest of the wall 
isn’t perfectly sound. Often if it 
were not for other considera- 
tions, there would not even be a 
reason to repair the crack. It is, 
however, usually best to repair 
a crack in a foundation wall for 
if left open it can allow water 
to get through and also provide 
a means for insects and even 
rodents to enter the house. Un- 


| and even make a section of 
the wall start to bulge. Unless 
something is done, eventually 
the earth will push a hole right 
through the wall. What must be 
done is to take down that section 
of the remove the earth

pressurization systems make 
climbs of 2500 feet per minute 
and descents of 5000 to 6000 feet 
per minute possible without un- 
due ear-popping or other discom- 
fort to passengers. The 2500-feet- 
per-minute climb, incidentaliy, is 
made while the plane is travel- 
ing around 320 miles an hour— 
just about the cruising speed of 
the most modern piston engine 
planes. Cruising speed of the 
707s is from 550 to 575 miles an 
hour, and this will be increased 
with improved engines that soon 
will be available. 

The jets cruise most effi- 
ciently at from 25,000 to 40,000 
feet, which gives the passengers 
a bit different view of both the 
world and the sky. The earth 
has somewhat the appearance 
of a huge relief map and even 
medium size cities can be seen 
as a whole. 


The sky at night is a solid 
black, with the stars standing 
out brilliantly as nearly pure 
white lights. In the daytime the 
sky shades from a bright blue 
at the horizon, where the dust 
and haze of the surface at- 
mosphere scatter the light, to a 
moderately deep purple over- 


head. And the passengers fre- 
quently are looking down on 
clouds that formerly were above 
them. 


Another dividend, of course, 
is that the jets. usually are 
above the storms, resulting in 
smoother flights. While thun- 
derheads can reach above 40,- 
000 feet, not many of them 
actually do. 

The larger number of passen- 
gers inevitably means bigger 
piles of baggage aboard, and in 
the past slow baggage handling 
has been one of the biggest 
headaches of the airlines. With 
the 707, however, there’s enough 
room for ground crews to work 
standing up in the baggage com- 
partment, and an endless con- 
veyor can be run right into the 
door opening. I watched 117 
pieces of baggage taken off one 
TWA flight at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field in less than five minutes, 
and: the first truck load of it 
reached the baggage counters 
just ahead of the passengers. 

American Airlines, which is 
not yet operating 707s into St. 
Louis, has a system of sorting 
baggage into canvas containers 
by destination, and passengers

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Goal at Santiago 


HYDE PARK, Aug. 13. 
AT THE FIFTH MEETING of the Organization of American 
States, currently being held in Santiago, Chile, probably the 
prime item under consideration by the foreign ministers of 
the 21 South and Central American republics is “‘the effective 
exercise of representative democracy” in the Western Hem- 
isphere. 

So many of these republics have been republics in name 
only. The pattern of dictatorship is a very familiar one in 
many of the countries to the south of us and iwe all know 
that young countries go through various stages of develop- 
ment. Democracy is one of the most difficult forms of gov- 
ernment but it provides more freedom for the people and 
more control by the people of their representatives than any 
form of government. Therefore, it is worth the effort that 
must be made to establish securely the habit of the use of 
democratic methods in government. 


To develop freedom and participation in govern- 
ment means constant watchfulness on the part of the 
people. And in many countries where people are still 
struggling with illiteracy the people must depend for 
a time at least on benevolent dictatorships in order to 
establish educational systems and to start them on the 
way toward real democracy. ’ 


If, however, these dictatorships, instead of preparing for 
democracy, build up and hold for one man individual power, 
then there must inevitably be revolution. And that is the pat- 
tern that one can see in Cuba, in the Dominican Republic and 
in some other countries to the south of us. In time, however, 
those who really believe in democracy will triumph, and 
they should certainly get from the United States all the help 
that we can possibly give them through advice and example. 

There is also the need for us to consider the best possible 
way of building up the economies of the South and Central 
American countries. They are our closest friends. They are 
too far advanced to be looked upon, as in the days of Presi- 
dent Monroe, purely as countries. whose freedom we must 
protect, They are now our partners in the great struggle to 
preserve freedom and democracy in the world. The sooner 
we can help them to economic and social stability, to guide 
them in establishing education so that their populations can 
be literate, and to encourage those in power who really want 
to give freedom to the people and will not strengthen them- 
selves at the expense of the people, the better it will be. 


One can have traditions of culture among groups 
of people in a nation and still not have literacy in the 
mass of the people. And without a literate people 
there can be no true basis for a democratic form of

her rope. We’re only surprised 
that more people haven't. 

Of course when you ask for 
a recipe for deviled eggs with- 
out the ingredients that make 
them “deviled,” it’s a contra- 
diction in terms. It’s mustard, 
spices, vinegar and such that 
makes a deviled dish. 

However, there are recipes for 
stuffed eggs that depart from 
the great American picnic spe- 
cialty, one of which is as fol- 
lows: 


Boil the eggs as usual, and 
blend the yolks with a little may- 
onnaise, salt and pepper. Fill the 
whites with flaked crab meat, 
then spread on the yolk mixture. 
Sprinkle it with chopped chives 
and, if you want to make it 
pretty, lay on a strip of pimento. 


FOR A VARIATION of this, 
remove the yolks and mash them 
with mayonnaise and seasoning 
and then add finely chopped, 
cooked lobster meat to the mix- 
ture. A little curry powder 
tastes good with this. Pile it 
back in the whites, and there 
you are. 

Or, mash the yolks of hard 
boiled eggs with equal amounts 
of chopped chicken, a goodly 
dash of salt, pepper and pap- 
rika, and just enough mayon- 
naise to hold it together. 

People who can’t look another 
deviled egg in the face might be 
interested in old fashioned pic- 
kled eggs. They’re not only good 
eaten as is, but excellent in sal- 
ads. But you have to make them 
two or three days before you 
serve them. Like this: 


Mix together two tablespoons 
of brown sugar, a teaspoon of 
salt, five peppercorns, three 
whole cloves, a fourth of a tea- 
spoon of whole dill seed, a 
fourth teaspoon of celery seed, 
a bay leaf, a small piece of 
whole ginger, a cup of cider 
vinegar, a cup of finely chopped 
pickled beets, a cup and a half 
of pickled beet juice and a half 
small onion, chopped. 


Cook this over moderate heat 
until it comes to a boil. Then 
let it simmer three or four min- 
utes. Let it cool until warm. 
Have ready a dozen hardboiled 
shelled eggs. Pour the liquid 
over the eggs and put them, 
tightly covered, in a refrigerator. 
They'll be ready to eat in two 
or three days and will keep for 
a couple of weeks or more. 

YOU CAN GIVE the tradition- 
al deviled eggs a little interest 
with Angostura bitters. Hard 
boil six eggs and mix the yolks 
with three teaspoons of mayon- 
naise, half a teaspoon of salt, a 
fourth of a teaspoon of mustard 
and a half teaspoon of bitters.

Boil six eggs and cut them 
lengthwise, right through the 
shells. Scoop out the eggs, chop 
them fine and mix them with a 
tablespoon of chopped chives, 4 
tablespoon of butter, three ta- 
blespoons of sour cream and 
salt and pepper to taste. 


Put the mixture back in the 
shells and sprinkle them with 
bread crumbs. Fry them quickly 


in a couple of tablespoons 
of butter — open side down — 
and serve them at once as a side 
dish or appetizer. 


Here’s another excellent Polish 
recipe for stuffed eggs: 

Cook a dozen eggs, peel them 
and cut them lengthwise. Chop 
six anchovy fillets. Put the 
anchovies and the egg yolks 
through a sieve. Season to taste. 
Add a tablespoon of butter and a 
tablespoon of sour cream blended 
with a teaspoon of flour. Then 


couple of interesting variations of 
hot stuffed eggs, well worth your 
attention: 


Hard boil four eggs, cut them 
in half crosswise and flatten the 
ends so they can stand. Pound a 
dozen shrimp with a couple of 
strips of anchovy. When the mix- 
ture is smooth, add the egg yolks 
and work it to a paste with a 
tablespoon or so of white sauce. 
Fill the eggs with the mixture, 
cover them with grated cheese 
and bake them in a hot oven for 
10 minutes. 

Or, fry together one part of 
chopped onion and four parts of 
chopped mushrooms. When 
cooked, add one-quarter part of 
chopped parsley. Use one part of 
this mixture to three parts of 
hardboiled egg yolk. Fill the 
whites and cover the eggs with 
sauce Mornay. Brown’ them 
under a broiler.

Some Facts About Frog

PEOPLE IN CITIES seldom 
see frogs hopping around the 
lawns of their homes, but they 
are likely to observe these curi- 


ous animals during summer %%- 


vacations. 

Q. Does the common frog have 
teeth? 

A. Yes, it has tiny teeth lining 
the edges of the upper jaw, but 
I never have known a person to 
suffer from a “frog bite.” The 
teeth are of little service, Frogs 
swallow insects whole. They fail 
to chew up the worms which 
they capture. 

Q. How is a frog able to catch 

insect? 


an 

A. It has a long tongue which 
is curled up inside the mouth. 
When an insect comes close, the 
tongue is thrown out with high 
speed. Almost always, the insect 
is captured and is rolled inside 
the tongue, brought into the 
mouth and swallowed. 

Q. Where do frogs live? 

A. On all six inhabited con- 
tinents. Only Antarctica is with- 
out them, 

Frogs favor the Torrid and 
Temperate zones. They are cold- 
blooded animals, and fail to ad- 
just to life in the Frigid zones. 

Warm-blooded land animals 
may suffer from cold and may 
even freeze to death, but their 
blood helps them to adjust to

changes in temperature. 
You may remark that fish are 


.cold-blooded and live in Arctic 


and Antarctic waters. It is true 
that many kinds of fish live in 
cold areas. They are safe while 
they are in water above the 
freezing point. Occasionally a 
fish survives for a time while 
frozen in ice, but zero tempera- 
ture Fahrenheit would kill any 
fish. 


Q. Are frogs land animals? 

A. They start life as tadpoles, 
swimming freely in water. La- 
ter they lose their gills. They 
may swim in a body of water, 
but need air to breathe.
